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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To improve convenience of an internet 
phone. 

SOLUTION: A handset 12 consists of a microphone 13 and a spreaker 14 
connected to a personal computer 11 of an internet phone 10 and 
contained in one case. Furthermore, a destination bulletin board function 
is added to the internet phone 10 to inform a caller side internet phone 10 
about its destination. Moreover, an automatic telephone answering 
function is provided to the internet phone 1 0 to record a message or a 
memo or to transfer a file.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The Internet telephone characterized by having held this microphone and the loudspeaker in one case, and 
constituting a hand set from a microphone of a personal computer in the Internet telephone which sends voice, receives 
voice in the loudspeaker connected to the personal computer, and enabled it to transmit and receive this voice through 
the Internet. 

[Claim 2] The Internet telephone characterized by enabling it to display this destination bulletin board on the personal 
computer of this other party when this destination is notified with voice to the telephone which received and the 
telephone of the other party is using the personal computer further, while preparing a destination bulletin board 
function in an Internet telephone and enabling it to set up this destination and **** information. 
[Claim 3] The Internet telephone according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by constituting so that the signal switched 
with this changeover switch can be transmitted to a personal computer through USB, while hold a loudspeaker and a 
microphone in one case and constitute a hand set, a changeover switch is prepared in this hand set, it constitutes further 
so that this hand set can be connected to a personal computer through USB (UNIVERSAL SERIAL BUS), and 
changing a destination with this changeover switch. 

[Claim 4] In the Internet telephone which could be made to perform audio transmission and reception through the 
Internet When an answering machine function is prepared in this Internet telephone and the aforementioned 
changeover switch is not set as presence by this answering machine function, while switching to answering machine 
mode automatically and attaining the recording of business The Internet telephone according to claim 2 or 3 which 
constituted so that transfer of a file and record of a memorandum might be made to the personal computer of a 
receiving side, and was constituted so that a purport with the recording of having been recorded on answering machine 
mode in the pictures or business might be notified. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the Internet telephone which improved the 

function of an Internet telephone especially about an Internet telephone. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, the telephone using the Internet is spreading and this Internet telephone 
has the merit that it can talk over the telephone at a city charge also in a long distance. Moreover, the Internet 
telephone using the personal computer is developed and functions, such as TV telephone and a feltboard, are added to 
the function of this Internet telephone. 

[0003] Moreover, as shown in drawing 5 , Internet telephone 2 using the personal computer 1 is constituted so that a 
loudspeaker 4 may be connected to the audio output port established in the sound board 3, a microphone 5 may be 
connected to the input port of this sound board and voice may be transmitted and received. 

[0004] By **(ing), specifying the address with a personal computer 1, and telephoning [ 2 ], voice is inputted with this 
microphone 5, this voice is outputted by the loudspeaker 4 of the personal computer of a receiving side, and the 
function as Internet telephone 2 is demonstrated. 

[0005] Moreover, in the case of Internet telephone [ both sides / of transmission and reception ] 2 using the personal 
computer 1 , a camera (not shown) can be connected, it can use for it as a TV telephone, and a meeting can be further 
gone on smoothly to it by writing in this feltboard on both sides using a feltboard function. In addition, the system 
which can use an Internet telephone also in the common telephone 6 through an Internet telephone service provider is 
built now. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] The conventional Internet telephone mentioned above is constituted so that 
a microphone and a loudspeaker may be connected to the sound card of a personal computer and voice may be 
transmitted and received. 

[0007] However, in order to use a microphone and a loudspeaker, while requiring the space, adjustment of a position 
was required and it was very inconvenient on the occasion of use. 

[0008] Moreover, when the user of a receiving side is absent, it cannot judge eye an unknown hatchet, that there is no 
absent notice and the destination is also only ****(ing) whether he has gone out, etc. Therefore, an Internet telephone 
might be unable to be used effectively. 

[0009] Then, the technical technical problem which should be solved in order to enable it to use an Internet telephone 
effectively as the notice of a business trip place or the **** middle class can be performed even if a user is absent, 
while making adjustment of arrangement of a microphone and a loudspeaker etc. unnecessary and promoting ** space- 
ization arises, and this invention aims at solving this technical problem. 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the Internet telephone which this invention sends voice from the microphone of a 
personal computer, receives voice in the loudspeaker connected to the personal computer, and enabled it to transmit 
and receive this voice through the Internet While preparing a destination bulletin board function in the Internet 
telephone which held this microphone and the loudspeaker in one case, and constituted the hand set, and an Internet 
telephone and enabling it to set up this destination and **** information The Internet telephone which enabled it to 
display this destination bulletin board on the personal computer of this other party when this destination was notified 
with voice to the telephone which received and the telephone of the other party was using the personal computer 
further, And hold a loudspeaker and a microphone in one case and a hand set is constituted. While a changeover switch 
is prepared in this hand set, it constitutes further so that this hand set can be connected to a personal computer through 
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USB (UNIVERSAL SERIAL BUS), and changing a destination with this changeover switch In the Internet telephone 
constituted so that the signal switched with this changeover switch could be transmitted to a personal computer through 
USB, and the Internet telephone which could be made to perform audio transmission and reception through the Internet 
When an answering machine function is prepared in this Internet telephone and the aforementioned changeover switch 
is not set as enrollment by this answering machine function, while switching to answering machine mode automatically 
and attaining the recording of business Let the Internet telephone which constituted so that transfer of a file and record 
of a memorandum might be made to the personal computer of a receiving side, and was constituted so that a purport 
with the recording of that record of a memorandum was carried out to answering machine mode on the screen or 
business might be notified be an offer plug. 
[0011] 

[The gestalt of invention implementation] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained according to 
drawing 1 or drawing 4 . 

[0012] Drawing 1 is the conceptual diagram showing the topology of Internet telephone 10, and the hand set 12 is 
connected to the personal computer 1 1 . This hand set 12 holds a microphone 1 3 and a loudspeaker 14 in one case, and 
is constituted. 

[0013] Moreover, this hand set 12 is connected to the USB interface of a personal computer 11. Furthermore, in 
addition to functions, such as the conventional address book, TV telephone, a chat, a feltboard, a remote control of 
application, and a file transfer, the destination bulletin board and the answering machine function are added to this 
personal computer 1 1 as a function of Internet telephone 10. 

[0014] On the other hand, the changeover switch 15 is formed in the aforementioned hand set 12. As shown in drawing 
1 and drawing 2 , this changeover switch 15 is constituted so that each destination, **** information, or a **** 
predetermined time can be specified with the changeover switch 15 of this hand set 12. 

[0015] Moreover, it can input what information is set as the position which this changeover switch 15 specifies with a 
personal computer 11. Therefore, if**** information is set up with this changeover switch 15, this setting information 
will be inputted into a personal computer 1 1 through a USB interface. And this destination is put up with the 
destination bulletin board of a personal computer 11, and a user's whereabouts can be checked through in the company 
[LAN]. 

[0016] Furthermore, the information in the state where it was set up by the destination bulletin board function is 
notified with voice to general telephone 12a using Internet telephone 1 1 or Internet telephone provider by the side of a 
call. Moreover, when the other party is Internet telephone 10 using the personal computer 11, this destination can be 
displayed on the personal computer of the other party. 

[0017] Furthermore, Internet telephone 10 to which the answering machine function added to the personal computer 1 1 
received the sending signal changes to automatic arrival mode, when the changeover switch 15 is not set as presence. 
And business is recordable on this Internet telephone 10 in voice data. 

[0018] Moreover, when Internet telephone 10 by the side of a call uses the personal computer 1 1, the record of a 
memorandum and the transfer of a file by character data can be performed with this arrival-of-the-mail mode. And 
when record of business, record of a memorandum, or a transfer of a file is carried out, the flag of a purport with which 
housesitting record is shown in the screen of a personal computer 1 1 is stood. 

[0019] Drawing 3 has connected the hand set 12 and the personal computer 1 1 on radio with the transmitter-receiver 16 
for radio hand sets. And a user can use Internet telephone 10 for radio connection within the limits using the address on 
a personal computer by forming switches (not shown), such as abbreviated dialing, in this hand set 12. 
[0020] Moreover, if an absent setup is carried out with the changeover switch 15 of this hand set 12, state management 
of this destination bulletin board fiinction can notify an absent purport to Internet telephone 10 by the side of a call. 
Furthermore, the destination management with a high precision is attained by constituting so that a destination and a 
**** predetermined time can be set up using the changeover switch 15 and the switch of abbreviated dialing which 
were formed in the hand set 12. 

[0021] Drawing 4 is the conceptual diagram showing the state where radio connection of the hand set 12 is made with 
the wireless LAN contact 17. Also in this case, the same operation as what is shown in drawing 3 mentioned above is 
demonstrated. Furthermore, the destination bulletin board function and answering machine function which are added to 
the personal computer 1 1 can also be used, being able to install in the personal computer 1 1 which generalizes LAN 
which may install in the personal computer 1 1 of user each, and is called a server. 

[0022] In addition, this invention can change various, unless it deviates from the pneuma of this invention, and it is 

natural. [ of attaining to that by which this invention was this changed ] 

[0023] 

[Effect of the Invention] Positioning becomes unnecessary and it can use this Internet telephone easily while it can 
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promote ** space-ization with this microphone and a loudspeaker, since invention according to claim 1 has held the 
microphone and loudspeaker of an Internet telephone in one case. 

[0024] Since invention according to claim 2 was constituted so that this state could be notified to the telephone by the 
side of a call while it could prepare the destination bulletin board of an Internet telephone and could manage a user's 
condition, it can grasp a user's condition easily. Moreover, in the Internet telephone using the personal computer, the 
window on the personal computer by the side of a call is opened, and a destination bulletin board is displayed, for 
example, and it constitutes so that a user's destination can be grasped certainly. 

[0025] Invention according to claim 3 is constituted so that a changeover switch may be prepared in a hand set and 
each destination can be set up. And this setting information is transmitted to a personal computer through USB, and a 
display setup of the destination is carried out at a bulletin board. Therefore, a destination can be set up easily. 
[0026] Invention according to claim 4 can record business in voice data, when the aforementioned changeover switch 
is not set as presence, since the answering machine function is prepared in the Internet telephone. Moreover, in the case 
of this answering machine mode, the record and the file of a memorandum by character data can be transmitted to the 
personal computer of an Internet telephone. Furthermore, the message which the user was made to recognize a purport 
with record of business, record of a memorandum, or the transfer of a file with a personal computer, and was left 
behind can be checked.
